Frederick O. Hodous, of Edgewood, 
Md., and a sister, Mrs. Rachel M.

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon at her home with Rev. 
Joseph W. Reeves of the Congrega- 
tional Church: officiating and burial 
was in the Mount Hermon Cemetery.

Her memory will endure in the years 
to come.
